Poles Report Russian Units in Warsaw After 
Crossing Vistula—R. A. F. Drops 
Arms to Partisans. 


LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP).—Tal- 
linn,the capital of Estonia, was 
captured today by troops of Mar- 
‘shal Leonid A. Govorov’s Lenin- 
grad Army, Moscow announced to- 
night. 

Premier Stalin disclosed the new 
victory by Govorov’s troops, who 
had been reported 45 miles away 
by the Soviet communique last 
night. He ordered a major salute 
of 24 salvos by 324 of Moscow's 
guns to celebrate the capture of 


the Baltic port, which he pointed 
out is an important naval base. 
The list of commanders cited in 


the order of.the day included the 
leader of an Estonian army corps. 

Earlier, the Polish Government- 
in-Exile announced Russian units 
had crossed the Vistula River 
and established contact with 
Polish patriots. Royal Air Force 
Liberators flew a round trip of 
1750 miles from Italy last night 
and dropped supplies and arms 
into the city, 

The Germans have reported Rus- 
sian crossings of the 400 to 600- 
yard Vistula at Warsaw, but have 
declared they were broken up.

NIJMEGEN, Holland, Sept. 22 
(AP).—Here is the story of how 
the Allies captured the highway 
bridge across the Waal River at 
Nijmegen after two days of heavy} 
fighting, as told to me by two 
American sergeants. 

The bridge was blocked and de- 
fended by three German units 
which troops of the British Second 
Army had to overcome to reach 
the span. 

Meanwhile, an American air- 
borne battalion dropped Sunday 
near Grave, seven miles south- 
west of Nijmegen, was brought up 
and assigned to cross the Waal a 
few miles west of Nijmegen in as- 
sault boats to capture the river's 
northern bank as well as the ap- 
proaches to the highway and rail- 
way bridges at Nijmegen. 

British Attack on Time. 

It was calculated that the air- 
borne troops would have reached 
their objective at roughly 3:30 p. 
m. Wednesday. At that hour Brit- 
ish tank troops, led by a sergeant, 
dashed across the highway bridge. 

This attack was based on the 
supposed presence of American 
troops at the other end, but owing 
to fierce resistance by the Ger-

vene next Wednesday to 


formally

for approval of the voters. 

During the recess President 
Blake -and the committees on 
phraseology, arrangement and en- 
grossment and on information, 
submission and address to the 
people will arrange the articles 
adopted by the convention in 
proper order and prepare a state- 
ment of the convention’s work 
with an explanation of the 
changes that have been made in 
the old Constitution. These will 
be presented to the delegates for 
their approval Wednesday. 

In addition, the Committee on 
Information will present a plan 
for an educational campaign, 
which will include publication of 
the entire document in pamphlet 
form and probably a newspaper 
advertising campaign. 

The date of the election for 
adoption will be set by the con- 
vention and probably will be in 
March, the Constitution requiring 
that the election be held not less 
than two months nor more than 
six months after the final ad- 
journment of the convention. This 
final adjournment probably will 
not be until the first week in 
October. 

According to a *ount of words 
made by Israel Smith of Inde- 
pendence, a delegate to the con- 
vention, the proposed new 
stitution is 10,998 words shorter 
than the present document, adopt- 
ed in 1875 and 
times. .The proposed new Consti- 
tution contains 26,033 words in 19 
sections. The old has 37,031 in 15 
sections. 

Cost of Convention. 

The cost of the convention up 
to the time: of the final adjourn- 
ment will be approximately $700,- 
000. That amount has been ap- 
propriated and Chairman Don C. 
McVay of the Committee on Ac- 
counts said yesterday it would be 
sufficient to meet all oe 
which will be incurred before a 
journment. However, an addi- 
tional appropriation will be made 
to meet the expenses of the cam- 
paign of information, the amount 
of which will depend on the type 
of campaign to be conducted. 

The Committee on: Information 
has under consideration a propos- 
al of the Missouri Press Associa- 
tion for the publication of a 60- 
inch adverjjsement in each news- 
paper in the state 12 times and 
has estimated the cost, at the pub- 
lishers’ national advertising rate, 
at $186,000. In contrast to this, 
pressure is being brought to bear 
on the committee by a few pural 
publishers to authorize a $450,000 
raid on the State treasury through 
publication of the entire Constitu- 
tion in one newspaper in each 
county at the legal publication 
rate of $1 an inch. 

Delegate Leo T. Daniels of El- 
lington, publisher of several small 
mewspapers, has urged this plan 
‘On members of the committee. 
The legal rate is far in excess of 
the advertising rate of most of 
the rural newspapers. 

Thus far Daniels is said to have 
made little progress with the 
committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber. Some on the committee have 
taken the position that there 
could be no surer way of defeat- 
ing adoption of the Constitution 
than by arousing public opposi- 
tion by a huge and unwarranted 
printing cost. Even the Missouri 
Press Association proposal has 
met opposition on the ground that 
there is no justification for the 
insertion of 12 advertisements. 

In committee meetings, some 
delegates have defended the rural 
publishers generally from vague 
hints that the country press would 
oppose the Constitution unless 
there was a libera] distribution of 
money to them for advertising. 
These defenders have said that, 
with few exceptions, the publish- 
ers would not be influemed in 
their attitude toward the Consti- 
tution by the amount of adver- 
tising they were allotted. 

Writing Job Finished. 

The convention finished writing 
the Constitution yesterday morn- 
ing, one and one-half hours be- 
fore a full year in session, except 
for one small matter. Several] 
weeks ago it had approved the 
free speech section of the Bill of 
Rights, changing the law ap- 
plicable to the trial of libe] suits. 
Under the present Constitution 
the jury in a libel suit is given 
the power to pass on both the 
law and the evidence. The con- 
vention had changed this to take 
from the jury the power to pass 
on the law. The effect 
the change was to permit the trial 
judge to direct a verdict for the 
plaintiff if he so desired. 

On pressure from the Missouri 
Press Association, the convention 
reversed its previous action yes- 
terday afternoon and retained the 
provision of the present Constitu- 
tion. It completed this at 2:30 
o'clock in the afternoon, thus mak- 
ing the time consumed in writing 
the proposed Constitution a year 
and two and one-half hours.

Wuchow is about 180 miles west 
of Canton and about 170 south- 
east of Kweilin, where the Ameri- 
cans formerly had their principal 
Eastern China air bases, 

The Japanese took the city by a 
descent from the north and a 
sweep along the river which car- 
ried them across the Kwangsi 
frontier. 

Meanwhile, another Japanese 
column advancing northeastward 
from Luichow peninsula captured 
Jungyun, 60 miles southwest of 
Wuchow. Once the gap between 
these two points is closed, the 
Japanese will have a line curving 
from Hainan to Hongkong and a 
large slice of Kwangtung province 
will be converted into an “offensive- 
defensive’*area against any Ameri- 
can landing in thig part of the 
China coast. 

The Chinese spokesman gaid the 
Japanese might now converge 
from Jungyun and Wuchow on the 
Siang river port of Tanchuk, 47 
miles west of Wuchow, and then 
possibly attempt to push on to 
Luichow, junction of the Hunan- 
Kwangsi and Kwangsi-Kweichow 
railroads.

Johnson suffered a cut on the 
right arm, while his wife and 
their 8-year-old daughter, Pa- 
tricia, who was asleep, escaped un- 
injured. The child’s bed was cov- 
ered with glass, and Johnson, who 
was on the second floor visiting 
neighbors, said he apparently cut 
his arm when he lifted his daugh- 
ter from her bed. 

The bombing, described by police 
as “no amateur job,” climaxed a 
city-wide controversy over a ruling 
by Johnson. 

Parents have been protesting 


against the new regulation that 
“to equalize attendance at all 
schools” children henceforth would 
have to attend only those schools 
within their school districts. For 
years pupils had been given per- 
mission to attend schools outside 
their districts when such attend- 
ance would enable them to go a 
shorter distance to reach the 
schools. 


The practice became so wide- 
spread that thousands of children 
obtained transfers. As soon as 
parents discovered that the new 
order in many cases would send 
their children greater distances 
and often across heavily traveled 
streets, they protested first to 
their ward committeemen and then 
to Mayor Edward J. Kelly. In- 
junction proceedings were institut- 
ed. 


Charles Liebman, attorney who 
said he represented 1000 parents, 
announced he would ask for a 
grand jury investigation. 

The explosion ripped a 12-inch 
hole in a cement rear walk, blew 
a back door off its hinges, dam- 
aged a rear stairway and broke 
11 windows in Johnson's two-story 
residence. Damage was estimated 
by the owner at $1000 while own- 
ers of two neighboring apartment 
buildings estimated damage at 
$500 each. Police said there were 
at least four sticks of dynamite 
in the bomb. 

“There is no doubt whatsoever 
that I was the target,” Johnson 
said. “What I have done (abol- 
ished the transfer system) cer- 
tainly does not warrant any ac- 
tion so drastic as this.”

It is mighty fine to come again 
to your great state of California 
‘and to see at first hand the prog- 
ress you are making under my 
good friend, your distinguished 
Governor, Earl Warren. I am 
happy, too, to share this platform 
tonight with your able Lieutenant 
Governor, and next United States 
Senator from California, Frederick 
F. Houser, 

As I have traveled here, across 
this magnificent country of ours, 
I find that men and women every- 
where are looking eagerly toward 
the peace which will follow our 
total victory over Germany and 
Japan. I find that, as they look 
ahead beyond the final victory, 
two great desires are paramount. 
We want political freedom and we 
also want economic security. The 
great question of the years ahead 
will be this: Can we have both 
political freedom and economic 
security? 

I believe we can. I believe we 
must find a way to have both. To 
solve that problem we need a 
mew administration. That’s why 
it's time for a change. 


‘Administration Fails 
to Find Solution.’ 


The present administration has 
failed utterly to find a solution 
for that problem. Saturated as it 
is with the defeatist theory that 
America is past its prime, the 
New Deal can see only two possi- 
bilities for America—ever-increas- 
ing regimentation as one alterna- 
tive, and reaction as the other. It 
believes that economic security 
can only be purchased at the 
price of freedom. 

That argument is\ false. Our 
people do not want to see this 
country dragged further and fur- 
ther toward complete Government 
©eontro] over every aspect of our 
lives. Neither do we want to go 
back to the reactionary philosophy 
of dog-eat-dog. - 

Neither of these alternatives is 
mecessary. There is a better way. 
There is an American way to meet 
the modern needs for greater eco- 
nomic stability and individual se- 
curity within the framework of a 
free society. 

Let's consider a moment where 
we are today. We speak of free- 
dom, but the farmer asks, “Does 
that mean freedom to'go broke 
when there are peacetime sur- 
pluses and the prices of our crops 
fall ruinously?” Labor asks, “Does 
that mean freedom to walk the 
streets in bad years, looking for 
work at any price?” 

These are questions which go 
to the heart of our problem, No 
man can be free when he stands 
in constant danger of hunger. By 
the same token, no man can be 
either free or secure under a gov- 
ernment which seeks to regulate 
his whole life. 

So what is the solution? Must 
we accept the New Deal way of 
ever-increasing regimentation as 
the only escape from reaction? 
I think not. 

Whether we like it or not, and 
regardiess of the party in power, 
government is committed to some 
degree of economic direction. Cer- 
tain government measures to in- 
fluence broad economic conditions 
are both desirable and inevitable. 

Let me give you just three ex- 
amples. 

First, money and credit. Before 
we have finished financing the 
war, our national debt may be 
over 300 billion dollars. The an- 
nual interest on that debt at cur- 
rent rates will be six billion dol- 
lars. That is more than the total 
annual cost of our national Gov- 
ernment in any peacetime year 
before the New Deal. That six 
billion dollars a year must be 
raised by taxes before we begin to 
meet the current costs of govern- 
ment. We cannot afford a sub- 
stantial rise in interest rates 
which would still further increase 
the cost of carrying our national 
debt. 


‘Interest Rates Must 
Be Kept Stable.’ 


So one result of this unprece- 
@ented Government debt which 
now faces us is this: In order to 
keep down taxes and prevent the 
price of Government bonds from 
falling as they did after the last 
war, the Federal Government is 
going to have to keep interest 
rates stable. 

Now, let’s take up another vital 
aspect of our life—wages. In by- 
gone days, working men and 
women worked for whatever they 
could get. When a lot of people 
were looking for work, wages 
went down. In hard times people 
had to work for literally. starva- 
tion pay. That was one of the 
ways our brutal society adjusted 
itself to depressions under the 
old-time dog-eat-dog economy. 
Those days are never coming back 
azain. 

They are not coming back be- 
cause we are never again going to 
submit to mass unemployment. 
Government's first job in the 
peacetime years ahead wil] be to 
see that conditions exist which 
promote widespread job opportuni- 
ties in private enterprise. There 
are many ways to that end, in- 
cluding the creation of foreign 
markets and the promotion of 
foreign trade. If at any time there 
are not sufficient jobs in private 
employment to go around, then

mum wage laws. They are here 
to stay and we are going to 
broaden them. Tomorrow night on 
the radio from Los Angeles I shall 
discuss some of the things we 
need to do to advance our social 
progress. We have strong labor 
unions, protected by law in their 
rights to collective bargaining. 
Moreover, we have developed over 
the years a social viewpoint which 
will not tolerate any solution to 
the economic cycle which rests 
upon the grinding down of the 
wages of working men and 
women. 

So here again we recognize that 
our economy has become more 
subject to Government action. The 
savage old cut-throat adjustments 
are gone for good. We simply will 
not tolerate them. 

Now, consider agriculture. The 
farmer, too, has lived under the 
iron law of supply and demand. 
In wartime or when crops were 
normal and demand was good, the 
farmer prospered. When crops 
were big and demand was small, 
the farmer watched his produce 
go Degging while his children 
were in need. 

But the farmer had no control 
over either supply or demand. He 
might work his head off all sum- 
mer long, and then lose every- 
thing. He had no protection from 
the inexorable swings of the eco- 
nomic circle which would sweep 
him alternately from good times 
to distress. 

All that is also in the past. As 
a nation, we are committed to the 
proposition that the farmer mus 
be protected against extreme fluc- 
tuations of prices. We are com- 
mitted to the proposition that the 
prices of major farm crops must 
be supported against the menace 
of disastrous collapse. 

We have undertaken that com- 
mitment for the sake of the entire 
nation. We know that depression 
on the farm leads to depression in 
the nation, just as unemployment 
and misery in the city leads to 
misery on the farm. 

In agriculture, in labor and in 
money, we are committed to some 
degree of Government interven- 
tion in the free workings of our 
economic system. In many direc- 
tions the free market which old- 
time economists talked about is 
gone. 

Now, tn all this there exists an 
obvious danger to our fundamen- 
tal freedoms. The danger is that 
in accepting the support of Gov- 
ernment in certain broad aspects 
of our economy we may slip by 
stages into complete Government 
control of our lives. In other 
words, in our search for economic 
security we may lose forever, our 
personal and political freedoms. 

Not once in all the past 12 years 
has the New Deal faced this situa- 
tion frankly and courageously. In- 
stead, it has sought to buy the fa- 
vor of one group and then of an- 


other. It has pretended to be the 
generous uncle for each group, 
meanwhile playing one against the 
other for political profit. It has 
built up a towering bureaucracy 
which today reaches into the 
smallest village in the country and 
directly affects the lives of allour 
citizens. Not content to deal with 
major economic factors, or possi- 
bly because it was not competent 
to deal with them, it has sought to 
fasten upon the individual citizen 
the deadening hand of bureau- 
cratic control, 


Two Dangerous 
Alternates Confronted. 


The result is that today we con- 
front two dangerous alternatives. 
Under one, we may slip by gradual 
stages into complete Government 
regulation of every aspect of our 
lives. Under the other, we may 
become so intolerant of the re- 
straints and interferences in our 
lives as to take refuge in complete 
reaction. Either of these courses 
would be tragic. Neither is neces- 
sary. 

We have reached a point where 
we must make a crucial decision. 
We must decide this year whether 
we shall reject both of these 
courses and choose a new leader- 
ship pledged to attain a maximum 
of security without loss of our 
essential freedoms, and with 
neither malice nor favor toward 
any group or class. 

For myself, I am utterly confi- 
dent that America can achieve 
stability and lasting prosperity 
without the loss of any part of 
its political freedom, 

Facing the world ahead and 
recognizing the necessity of a 
Government active in promoting 
the best interests of individuals 
and of individual enterprise, we 
should establish three principles 
at the base of such action. 
three of these principles are the 
exact opposite of the New Deal. 

The first is that government 
action must be of a character 
consistent with the American sys- 
tem of opportunity for all. Its 
objective must be not to restrict 
individual 
but to widen it. Government must 


_We have unemployment insur- 
ance, old age pensions and mini- 


prise. It must promote fair trade 
and not consider trade as some- 
thing just to be tolerated. 


The second principle is, that 
government action must be ad- 
ministered by men and women 
who believe in and understand 
American workers, American busi- 
ness men and American farmers. 
There has perhaps never been a 
time in our history when the 
character of the men who com- 
pose our government was so im- 
portant as it is now. 

The temptation to be bureau- 
cratic, to usurp power, to puff 
themselves up has proved irresist- 
ible to those who have swarmed 
to Washington under the New 
Deal. We must have men in gov- 
ernment who have the strength 
of character to resist the inevi- 
table temptation toward petty tyr- 
anny. We must have men in of- 
fice who believe that the preser- 
vation of individual rights and 
freedoms is more important than 
the exaggeration of their own 
power, 

Finally, we must have a new 
point of view toward the relation- 
ship between government and the 
people. The role of government 
cannot be the purely negative one 
of correcting abuse, of telling peo- 


ple what they may or may not do. 
Government must be the means by 
which our people, working to- 
gether, seek to meet the problems 
that are too big for any one of us 
or any group of us to solve indi- 
vidually. 

The industrial worker, however 
capable and energetic he may be, 
cannot in our modern society as- 
sure himself by his own unaided 
efforts continuity of employment. 
Even the largest industrial cor- 
poration cannot maintain employ- 
ment, if the country as a whole is 
undergoing a depression. 


‘Must Have Jobs and 
Opportunity for All.’ 


Yet, if there is one thing we 
are ail agreed upon, it is that in 
the coming peacetime years we in 
this country must have jobs and 
opportunity for all. That is every- 
body’s business. Therefore it is 
the business of government. But 
how? 

Where are we going to find 
these jobs for everyone who wants 
to work? Certainly they will not 
be found in government itself. If 
all of us should go to work for 
the government, then our system 
would be no different from Com- 
munism or Fascism. 

There can be jobs for all only 
if business, industry and agricul- 
ture are able to provide those jobs. 
There are no clever shortcuts to 
this goal. It cannot be achieved 
by some ingenious scheme con- 
cocted by a social dreamer in a 
Government bureau. The New 
Deal pulled rabbits out of hats 
for seven years and ended up in 
1940 with 10 million still unem- 
ployed. We will achieve our ob- 
jective only if we create an eco- 
nomic climate in which business, 
industry and agriculture can grow 
and flourish. 

Our small business men, our 
farmers, the men who run our 
offices and factories and stores 
and mines must know that Gov- 
ernment wants each of them to 
succeed, that Government stands 
ready, not to hinder, but to help. 
I am concerned only that our peo- 
ple shall have jobs, and people 
cannot have jobs if business men 
are afraid to go to work, if man- 
agement is afraid to manage, if 
farmers are afraid to produce. We 
want the enterprising men and 
women of America to make a suc- 
cess of their endeavors because 
that is the only way we can have

Mr. Dewey Straddles 


The great problem of the next few years said 
Gov. Dewey last night at San Francisco, is this: 
Can we have both personal freedom and economic 
security? Naturally, since this was a campaign 
speech, the Republican candidate answered that 
we cannot have them under the present admin- 
istration in Washington, but that we can have 
them by a change of administration. In trying to 
prove that point, however, he found himself 
a-straddle of the political fence. 

For, in the midst of his renewed invective 
against the Roosevelt administration, he was 
compelled to admit, as he did in the opening 
speech of his campaign, that “certain Govern- 
ment measures to influence broad economic con- 
ditions are both desirable and inevitable.” Among 
those he mentioned specifically this time are 
minimum-wage laws, old-age pensions, unemploy- 
ment insurance. farm-price control, 
of foreign trade. 

Mr. Dewey indorsed these in his Philadelphia 
speech, and also securities regulation, bank de- 
posit insurance, relief and collective bargaining. 
All this, to use his own phrase, means a steadily 
increasing “area of agreement” between Dewey 
and the New Deal. It narrows down the room 
for argument almost to the contention that “I 
can administer these things better.” This was 
the tenor of the candidate's speech last night when 
he began to charge that the controls, whose neces- 
sity be admitted, were a danger to the personal 
freedom of Americans. 

Necessary as expansion of Federal bureaus has 
been in meeting the complexities of domestic 
economics and the far-reaching problems of war, 
these agencies have brought abuses in their train, 
as Mr. Dewey was justified in pointing out. But 
is it exact to say that among these abuses are 
restraints, or threatened restraints, upon the per- 
sonal liberties of Americans? 

Men whose self-imposed duty it is to keep a 
vigilant eye on our civil liberties have expressed 
gratification time and again over the fact that, 
through the depression and the war years, there 
has been only negligible interference with the 
personal rights of our citizens. 

Whatever the vices of the bureaus may have 
been, they haven’t throttled free speech, curbed 
our free press or nullified the right of petition 
or of assembly. If they ever do threaten to im- 
pose “Government control over every aspect of 
our lives,” as Mr. Dewey fears, he can be sure that 
there will be a great tide of opposition from lib- 
erty-loving members of both parties. 

After Mr. Dewey had acknowledged that in 
many fields “we are committed to some degree 
of Government intervention in the free workings 
of our economic system,” he crossed over to the 
other side of the fence and intoned the doctrine 
of the free-enterprisers. 

American enterprise brought forth miracles 
of wartime production when it gét the green 
light, he said, so now, in the same spirit, “Ameri- 
can business and American industry can be given 
the green light for peacetime production, Then 
we shall see peacetime miracles as we have seen 
wartime miracles.” 

If Mr. Dewey means in this passage such a 
green light as business had in the ’20s, with not 
a traffic officer in sight, then the independent 
voter must disagree. If he means to imply that 


. the administration wants to strangle expansion 


of enterprise (and he repeats his charge of New 
Deal “defeatism”), then the evidence is all against 
him. One administration spokesman, Senator 
Truman, said just the other day: 

We have proved our ability to produce in 
wartime. Now let us prove a similar ability 
to produce in peacetime, so that all of us can 
enjoy the benefits of that production. ... 

If we can do this, we can raise our stand- 
ards ever higher and bring to American in- 
dustry and labor the greatest era of pros- 
perity in our history. 

The purpose of Gov. Dewey’s speaking tour is 
to convince the independent voters, who hold the 
balance of power, that he is better fitted to be 
President in the next four years than is Mr, 
Roosevelt. The burden of proof is therefore 
upon Mr. Dewey. In his San Francisco speech, 
he wavered between condemning the administra- 
tion and in embracing its principles, just as he 
did at Philadelphia two weeks before. Again he 
has failed to make the campaign a head-on ar- 


gument.

Was this a 
bit of desperate eloquence, or a covert threat of 
what would befall the Constitution draft if the 
small-loan interests did not get their way? Which- 
ever it was, the public has received ample notice 
to be just as alert against the small-loan group’s 
pressure, open and undercover, as the conven- 
tion majority itself has been.

At last, with the filing of a Circuit Court suit 
by 10 citizen petitioners, there is a chance for 
St. Louis to find out the truth about the recur- 
rent charges of patronage practices among mem- 
bers of its Board of Education.

A citizen group, concerned 
for the welfare of St. Louis schools, has continued 
to look into the matter, and the present court ac- 
tion is the result. 

The suit against five members—Pohlman, Beck, 
Dyer, Fitzgerald and Friede—opens the way for 
finally bringing school practices out into the open, 
The public wants this controversy settled, one 
way or the other, on the weight of the evidence, 
Neither whispers nor whitewash can settle it. 
Only an open hearing in court can do that, and 
the sooner the better.

From Editorial Research Reports 


Sidney Hillman and his CIO Political 
Action Committee, working ardently for 
the re-election of President Roosevelt, have 
become a major issue in the 1944 election 
campaign. Senator Brewster (Rep.) of 
Maine, mixing his metaphors a little, de- 
clared: “Mr, Hillman is an albatross hung 
about the neck of the Democratic party. 
He gave the Democratic party in Maine 
the kiss of death.” At all events, many 
Democrats not otherwise anti-Wallace must 
feel relieved that PAC failed in its effort 
at Chicago to have Vice President Wallace 
renominated. 


At the annual convention of the United 
Mine Workers at Cincinnati, President 
John L. Lewis came out vehemently for 
the defeat of Mr. Roosevelt. It remains 
to be seen whether the Democrats will be 
able to set off Lewis’ indirect support of 
Dewey against Sidney Hillman’s support 
of Roosevelt. 


While Lewis was attacking Roosevelt at 
Cincinnati, the convention of the United 
Auto Workers (CIO) at Grand Rapids was 
evincing much énthusiasm for the Presi- 
dent's re-election, 


The First Labor Party 


All this contrasting pro-Dewey and pro- 
Roosevelt activity in the ranks of organized 
labor in the United States would seem 
strange in any great industrial nation of 
Europe, for European labor normally tries 
to achieve its ends in the political field 
through a Labor or Socialist party of its 
own, instead of through a “capitalist” 
party. 

However, it was the United States which 
produced the earliest attempt at a Labor 
party on something of a national scale, 
In 1828, the Workingman’s party was or- 
ganized in most of the large Eastern cities. 
In some states it formed political alliances 
with agrarian political groups. The new 
party won some minor political victories, 
but soon disintegrated, 

After the Civil War came the National 
Labor Union, then the National] Labor and 
Reform party. These got tied up with the 
agitation for cheaper currency, and amal- 
gamated with the Greenback party. 


In 1878, Greenback-Labor parties polled 
about a million votes in the elections for 
Congress, elected several hundred members 
of state legislatures. 


The 1880s were the powerful era of the 
Knights of Labor, which in the 90s was 
eclipsed by the newly formed American 
Federation of Labor. The Knights in their 
period of decline had pinned their faith 
to political action, and that was incessantly 
pointed to by Samuel Gompers, presiding 
genius of the AF'L, as one reason why the 
Knights were displaced by the AFL. 


The La Follette Debacle 


Gompers insisted that in the political 
field American labor should follow a policy 
of rewarding its friends and punishing its 
foes, instead of dissipating its strength 
by running candidates of its own. It may 
be noted that this policy is really being 
followed by the American Labor party in 
New York, which in the main supports pro- 
New Deal Democratic candidates. 


In 1924, the AFL did join with the rail- 
road brotherhoods, the Socialist party, the 
Farmer-Labor party and certain agrarian 
and “liberal” groups to sponsor the presi- 
dential candidacy of Senator La Follette Sr. 
Although La Follette polled more than 
half as many votes as John W. Davis, the 
Democratic candidate, he carried only his 
own State, Wisconsin., 


The La Follette defeat is always adduced 
by labor leaders who oppose a separate 
Labor party with a separate Labor ticket. 
They adduce also the failure of the Social- 
ist party to get anywhere in American 
politics. Finally, they are adducing the 
growing political ineffectiveness of the 
British Labor party. 


Up to 1900, the British Trades Union 
Congress had followed the Gompers policy, 
but in that year came the Taff Vale 
decision, penalizing a union for damages 
caused in a strike. The Congress at once 
formed a political section, which became 
the Labor party in 1906. Today it seems 
much weaker than when it took office (as 
the plurality, not a majority party) in 1924 
and again in 1929, and some of its thunder 
has been stolen by the newly organized 
Common Wealth party. 


A Faint Breeze in Boston

A dispatch from Boston says that a “re- 
volt is brewing” against the “illiterate cen- 
sorship” which has given New England of 
recent years “an artistic black eye.” We 
may hope so, but we shall wait and see, 
retaining a modest amount of skepticism. 


The Jatest outrage against common sense 
came when the Boston Board of Censors, 
headed by a woman, ruled that the fine 
old music-hall melodrama, “The Drunkard,” 
could not be shown in a night club because 
the title itself might encourage people to 
drink too much. The night club changed 
the title and put on the show without in- 
terference, 


Moreover, recently in Boston Katherine 
Dunham's excellent troupe of dancers were 
forced to put on tights and to change some 
of their tableaux. 


While all of this was happening (and it 


is odd how often this is the case in cities 
where censorship is rampant) the burlesque 
shows, according to the Boston dispatch, 
“wallowed in filth.” 


The Boston commentator says that the 
censorship didos do not really reflect the 
sentiment of the community, but are the 
result of “politics gone sour,” whatever 
that means.

Fred Lieb’s book about the fighting Car- 
dinals, who yesterday clinched their third 
pennant in a row, is timely because the 
1944 St. Louis National League baseball 
club will go into the world series as a team 
which has been called the only one of 
major-league caliber in this war year, the 
September slump notwithstanding. 

The recent loss of Stanley Musial, bat- 
ting champion, who was injured in a col- 
lision with Debs Garms, and of Whitey 
Kurowski, slugging third baseman, who has 
an eye infection, might have been disas- 
trous in other seasons, but the Redbirds 
merely suffered a reduction in their com- 
manding lead. Prior to their September set- 
backs, the Cardinals were threatening to 
smash one league record after another, and 
they still have a good chance to be the first 
National League club to win 100 or mose 
games in three consecutive years. 

The author, currently on the staff of the 
Sporting News, the baseball weekly, draws 
upon his 30 years of experience as a base- 
ball writer to give the reader some inside 
information about events which perplexed 
the fans at the time they happened. 

For instance, he tells the facts leading 
up to the dismissal of the great Rogers 
Hornsby as manager after the Rajah of 
Swat had led the Cardinals to their first 
National League flag in 1926. It was not 
the first for St. Louis, though, As Lieb 
reminds his readers, Chris Von Der Ahe’s 
Browns, direct ancestors of the Cardinals, 
won pennants in 1885, '86, 87 and ‘88. 

The story spans about 70 years, and has 
a riches-to-rags-to-riches theme. After the 
collapse of Von Der Ahe’s champions, the 
Cardinals virtually remained in oblivion 
until Branch Rickey, with his idea of mi- 
nor league farms, and Sam Breadon, the 
shrewd ex-automobile salesman, built the 
club up to where it won eight league titles 
and four world championships. 

The fan doesn’t live who will not get a 
thrill out of reading about the immortals 
who trod the diamond at Sportsman's Park. 
Hornsby, Jess Haines, Jim Bottomley, 
Frank Frisch, the Deans, Terry Moore, 
Pete Alexander are just a few of those 
who figure in the story. They recall many 
happy memories, and the reader’s biggest 
regret will be that Mr. Lieb did not write 
more about them,

Bob Davis was amazing in his versatility 
as author, editor, sportsman, amateur pho- 
tographer and gourmand, and in the vast- 
ness and diversity of his outgivings in his 
syndicated column in the New York Sun.

It is now clear that no such 
German government can exist im- 
mediately after the German de- 
feat. For the Nazi regime is to- 
talitarian: that means that every 
organ of decision, that every post 
of command, both military and 
civil, and not only in government 
but in corporate industry, in the 
trade unions, in the press, and in 
the schools, is manned by Nazis 
or by men whom they have ap- 
pointed and controlled. The arrest 
or dismissal of these Nazis must 
paralyze or destroy the German 
mational state as a going concern. 

It is the very essence of Nazism, 
and for the Germans one of its 
most serious practical conse- 
quences, that there is no such 
thing as an opposition party 
which is ready to take over the 
business of governing Germany. 


No Rule by Germans. 


For this fundamental reason, the 
burden of governing Germany 
falls necessarily upon the Allies. 
While the Allied government of 
Germany is subject to law and 
morals, it will be for the time 
being sovereign in Germany and 
there will be no Germans who 
have a legal) title to exercise Ger- 
mnan sovereignty, or have even a de 
facto authority. 

While the AHied Military Gov- 
‘ermment of Germany is the un- 
avoidable consequence of the Hit- 
Jerian regime, we are bound to re- 
gard it as a temporary and transi- 
tional phase. Any plan for the 
occupation and government of 
Germany must have as its objec- 
tive the self-government of Ger- 
many. The question then is how 
-—in principle—the transition is to 
be made from Allied Government 
to German Government. 

That transition may have to be 
Made soon or it may be made 
later. But sooner or later, it will 
have to be made. And the more 
clearly we can see now how we 
are going to get out of Germany, 
the more successfully we shall

Two Possible Methods. 


There are in principle two radi- 
mally different ways which the Al- 
lies can take.

_see peacetime miracles as we have 
seen wartime miracles. 

There is much that government 
can do. Our repressive tax laws, 
which now operate to penalize in- 
centive and to put a brake upon 
the kind of enterprise that makes 
job opportunities, must be dras- 
tically revised. We must have the 
kind of taxes that do not dis- 
courage, but encourage men to 
start new businesses and to ex- 
pand old businesses. At another 
time, I shall discuss this question 
of taxes in detail. 

Government regulations which 
discourage and wear down pro- 
ducers in every field must be re- 
vised. The whole atmosphere of 
studied hostility toward our job 
producing machinery must be re- 
placed. 

Repressive Tax Laws 


Must Be Revised. 

More than this, we must have 
laws that are sufficiently simple 
and clear so that men can know 
what they are allowed to do. Most 
of the laws passed by the New 
Deal and the regulations under 
them are so involved and compli- 
cated that it is impossible for even 
the ablest lawyer to advise what 
they mean, The judges, when 
called upon to apply them, are 
violently divided among them- 
selves. There can be neither free- 
dom nor a healthy economy under 
laws and decrees which are 80 
multitudinous that business men, 
labor leaders and indeed citizens 
generally, cannot be law abiding 
except by doing nothing. 

The man who has an idea that 
could lead to greater job oppor- 
tunities must feel that government 
is as anxious for him to succeed 
as he is himself. That means also 
that government must cease to 
pursue policies which foster an- 
tagonism and mutual distrust be- 
tween workers and employers. 

For too long we have been a 
nation divided and government 
has been the great divider. Now 
under the stress of war we have 
drawn closer together. We have 
come to appreciate a little better 
the part that each of us must 
play. Labor, industry and agricul- 
ture, each in its place, has made 
a mighty contribution to the win- 
ning of the war. We must learn to 
work together in peace as we have 
worked together in war. We must 
seek mutual understandings. The 
| worker, the farmer and the busi- 
ness man are equals and are 
equally important. No one can 
disregard the interest of the 
others save to his own cost. No 
one can be master over the other | 
two. No one is entitled to a voice | 
in the affairs of government at | 
the sacrifice of the others.

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The Art of Carving 


It's More Graceful 
But Less Exciting 


By Arthur H. Deute 


ARVING began when it became bad form to 

tear meat apart. Knives had been invented. 

From that day to this, meat has been carved. 

Today, carving has become more than a utili- 

tarian task. It has 

become a fine art. 

More than that, it 

has become a ritual, 

Through the ages, 

carving progressed 

until, in the days 

of the Romans, 

each fine home had 

his “scissor” or 

carver. He carved 

the meats in the 

presence of the fam- 

ily and guests while 

music accompanied 

his wun, wna ne, in turn, carved in time with 

the measures of the instruments. Modern carv- 

ing may be traced to about the fourteenth and 

fifteenth centuries. Then, in the great homes 

where many sat down to dinner, the “cutting 
aquire” or carver held sway. 
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IN LIEU OF PLATES, there were trencher 
pieces or slabs of bread, thick, which served as 
plates upon which to rest the pieces or slices 
of meat, and, in turn, to be eaten at the last, 
well flavored with the meat juices which each 
piece absorbed. Undoubtedly, we owe our pres- 
ent liking for bread and gravy to this ancient 
heritage. 

Beside the carver, a great heap of these 
trencher-piece would be stacked—each piece get- 
ting its slice of meat and then be moved to the 
guest. 
The carving squire had a carving knife and 
then a skewer which he inserted in the joint 
or the roast to hold it in place. 

As he cut a slice of meat, he would insert 
the knife and transfer the slice to the bread. 
To aid in this operation, the carving knife was 
given a point and this old practice still pre- 
vails and many a carving knife of the present 
day is 50 made.

IT IS SAID THAT so proficient were some 
of the carving squires in the baronial homes and 
go dexterous were they in the use of their pointed 


knifes that the more ambitious did not even 
have to transfer the meat to the bread and 
have it carried to the guest. The trencher pieces 
were simply laid before the guests and the ex- 
pert carving squire would cut off the slice, 
insert the point of his knife, bring the wrist 
backward and then at one flip would toss the 
slice of meat squarely to the center of the trench- 
er-piece where it rested before the guest. Prob- 
ably it is because this custom is now mofe or 
less disregarded, the point is less frequently 
seen on modern carving knives,

carver has gone. But his place has been taken 
by the master of the house who carves for his 
family and for the guests. 

Today there are thousands of carvers where 
there used to be but one, Yet it is a question 
if the carvers of today are able to bring to bear 
a degree of skill which characterized their fa- 
thers. 

However, with the passing away of the 
recent prohibition era in America and a result- 
ing return of finer dining both in public and in 
the homes, there is a newer trend toward skilled 
carving. Today the proficient amateur carver 
is sure to bring added satisfaction to his guests 
at dinner and certain to be asked again and 
again to carve at the homes of friends. 
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CARVING IS AN ART today as it was in 
the olden days. Countless books and chapters of 
books have been written on the subject. At 
best, such articles can serve merely to guide. 
It is a combination of practice and study which 
makes for good carving. 

The first requisite for the amateur carver 
is proper carving tools—the set for larger roasts 
and the set for steaks and smaller roasts. And 
they must be kept duly sharpened,

A fast look at the lineup of talent in the preceding para- 
graph and at the plot that’s suggested reveals nothing wrong 
in itself. It is an excellent cast, and the story is typical enough

It is the treatment and the atmosphere in which the pic- 
ture’s bathed that gave it its quality of bad art. Every incident 
is treated as a moment in capital letters. The picture is made 
up of nothing but Moments.

“THE GREAT MOMENT,” a Preston Sturges-directed pic- 
ture, is at the AMBASSADOR.

F you'll delve through the cook 
| books written in the last 100 

years you will discover how re- 
sourceful and thrifty our grand- 
mothers and great-aunts were. It 
is surprising how many uses they 
found for some of the common 
foods, to provide variety in meals 
when the number of foods availa- 
ble were few compared with the 
number that we can find even in 
the smallest markets today. I 
know they used pumpkin in many 
ways besides pie. The following 
recipe will prove to you that 

umpkin is good in cake, and 
made in such a simple way that 
we might call it the “biscuit 
method.” 


Pumpkin Cake. 


Two and one half cups sifted 
cake flour, one-half cup shorten- 
ing, one and one-half cups sugar, 
four teaspouns baking powder, one 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-fourth teaspoon carda- 
mon, one-fourth teaspoon ground 
cloves, three eggs, slightly beaten, 
one cup fresh cooked or canned 
pumpkin, one-third cup milk. 

Sift flour into a large mixing 
bowl. Cut in shortening as for 
pie dough, until particles are size 
of coarse cornmeal. Sift together 
sugar, baking power, salt, cinna- 
mon, cardamon and cloves, and 
add to flour mixture. Stir to mix. 
Add eggs and beat until smooth. 
Add pumpkin and again beat until 
smooth. Gradually add milk and 
blend well. Bake in two eight- 
inch layer cake pans, 375 degrees, 
for 25 minutes, or until cake tests 
done. Use Rum Nut Icing between 
layer and for topping; eight to 10 
servings. 


Rum Nut Icing. 


Four tablespoons butter, two 
cups sifted confectioners’ sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon artificial rum 
flavor, two tablespoons hot water, 
one-fourth cup chopped walnuts. 

Heat butter in skillet until 
browned. Blend into confection- 
ers’ sugar and mix thoroughly. 
Add rum flavor. Stir in hot water 
until icing is of proper consistency 
to spread easily. Stir in chopped 
nuts. Spread between layers and 
on sides and top of cake. 

Note: One teaspoon vanilla may 
be substituted for rum flavoring 
if desired,

Mock chicken legs, one and one- 
half pounds boneless veal, cut in 
two-inch cubes, place a skewer 
through four. cubes, roll in an 
égg mixture (one egg, one-fourth 
cup milk), roll in fine cracker 
crumbs, brown in one-fourth cup 
fat in hot skillet on all sides, add 
one-half cup vegetable stock or 
milk, reduce heat, cover and sim- 
mer until done, 45 minutes; 
mashed potatoes, one and one- 
half pounds potatoes; buttered 
peas, one and one-half pounds, 
fresh; tomato-lettuce salad, one- 
half head lettuce, four large to- 
matoes; peppy French dressing; 
rye rolls, eight, bought; pumpkin 
cake with run icing, see recipe 
above.

For Better Fall Gardens 


HE weather department prom- 
ises us 24-hour warnings this 
year of the first invasions by 
Jack Frost, if possible. According 
to the law of averages and the 
tokens by which country folk 
prophecy, there’s no cold weather 
in sight. So let’s not be satisfied 
with golf-ball size tomatoes or 
slow-growing lettuce and other 
greens during this good Indian 
summer. 

“Tomatoes always size down at 
this time of the year,” some of the 
old-timers insist. Not always; they 
don’t need to! What's the answer? 
Those tomato plants are hungry. 
They have used up the available 
food in the soil about their roots. 
To keep up quality production, 
feed them again. To be sure the 
roots can absorb their tonic 
quickly, the answer is a well-bal- 
anced liquid meal, That holds for 
all your late plantings. Earlier 
crops have depleted the food re- 
sources in the soil. You should be 
able to see the good results of a 
liquid fertilizer within a week. 


A pound of Victory Garden 
Plant Food to a gallon of water 
is a’‘well-balanced meal for a 20- 
foot row. Keep the solution well 
stirred as you pour it into a shal- 
low furrow alongside the plants. 
If you have used up this year’s 
fertilizer supply, don’t worry about 
buying the larger quantities that 
are more economical. There is no 
deterioration and little trouble in 
storing the fertilizer for next sea- 
son. 


Here’s an idea for protecting 
the tomato plants against cold 
snaps. I’m trying it out, for after 
plenty of talk and thinking about 
it, it seems thoroughly practical. 
I’m starting now to carefully untie 
the vines and pull out the stakes. 
They droop down in a heap. That 


way they will not be nearly ae 
susceptible to frost damage. 
Sounds reasonable, doesn't it? 

Why are so many gardeners in 
a rush to dig their sweet pota- 
toes? Unless you are so curious 
that you must find out how the 
potatoes are doing—or extra hun- 
gry for them, give them as long 
a growing season as. possible. 
“Sweets” make their largest root 
development late in the season 
and the longer they are allowed 
to grow, the greater will be the 
yield. 

Here’s the way frost acts on 
the sweet potato plants. When 
the sun comes out warm after a 
frosty night, the vines wilt and 
deterioration travels down the 
stems and into the potatoes, To 
have full advantage of the late 
growing season and prevent any 
frost damage, try this system: 
Bright and early the morning 
after the frost, cut off all the 
vines at soil level. Once the 
vines are removed you can wait 
a few days to dig the potatoes. 
But don’t put off the digging 
longer than necessary. If you 
can’t be sure of time enough to 
cut off the vines the morning 
after the first frost, plan to dig 
soon rather than take any chances. 

White and sweet potatoes are 
birds of quite different feather 
from the “storing” point of view. 
The “whites” like it cool and dark 
from the time you dig them until 
you eat them, The “yallers” should 
be cured for about two weeks at 
a warm temperature, preferably 
between 80 and 85 degrees, with 
plenty of ventilation to carry off 
excess moisture. “Curing” heals 
broken or cut places and tough- 
ens the skin so that the potatoes 
will store successfully. By the 
way, no direct sunlight during the 
curing, just warm airiness.

Dangerous Pastel Shades Give Way to High Colors as Blouses Assume New Importance.

HERE are half a dozen con- 
2 ditions that the average citi- 

zen, including Mrs. Average 
Citizen, feel that they are compe- 
tent to treat by tried and true 
household medicine remedies, 
without even consulting the doc- 
tor. 

The first is putting iodine or 
mercurochrome on cuts or skin 
injuries and strapping them over 
with sterile gauze. I think Mr. 
and Mrs. Average Citizen are 
right about this and it is a 
sign of progress that they have 
learned how to do it with good 
technique, 

Second, most skin 
treated with epee age 
ointment, or, ir on e 
whether athlete or not, Whit- 
fields ointment. I would score 
Mr. and Mrs. A. C. about 60 per 
cent on this. They probably do 
as much good in the 60 per cent 
of cases as the professional der- 


matologist.

THIRD, CATHARTICS. This is 
the poor man’s medical specialty. 
No darn doctor can tell him when 
he needs salts or senna. I wouldn't 
score him very high on this. He 
does a lot of harm, creates a 
habit of indigestion, and never 
knows enough to lay off when 
there is acute pain in the abdo- 


men. 

Fourth, colds. Aspirin, quinine, 
hartshorn liniment, Well, he can 
have that, so far as I am con- 
cerned. “Never call a doctor for 
a cold” is just as good a motto 
as “God bless our home.” 

Fifth, sleeping medicines. Since 
these cannot be obtained except 
on a prescription from a physician 
in most states, the practice has 
slowed up, but not much. I don’t 
think it does much harm. 

Sixth, something for the nerves, 
and ‘this is a very curious situa- 
tion. The medicine usually em- 
ployed to “sooth myself down 
with” is some form of bromide. 
And it does a great deal of harm, 
partly because it is easy to obtain, 
partly because large doses can be 
taken without any obvious imme- 
diate effect, and partly because 
bromide intoxication is not very 
often recognized even by members 
of the medical profession.

BROMIDES ARE salts of bro- 
mine—sodium, potassium, stronti- 
um. Their pharmacological actton 
is as a sedative on the cortex of 
the brain, particularly the motor 
area. They were once the standby 
and are still used extensively for 
epiplepsy. But by quieting motor 
muscle restlessness they quiet the 
nerves all over and induce sleep. 
So they are the main ingredients 
of all kinds of medicines used for 
nerves and hangovers, and it is 
very easy for a nervous person to 
get the habit of taking them with- 
out knowing what they contain 
and without knowing that they 
accumulate in the body and cause 
true intoxication. 

All doctors know that when full 
bromide dosage occurs there is a 
nasty looking pustular eruption on 
But not all know that 
before the stage of eruption ap- 
pear a state of mental confusion, 
diminished power of concentra- 
tion, unsteady gait, even hallucina- 
tions and delirium may occur from 
regular bromide dosage. In one 
year in a small hospital 20 of these 
cases were brought in. 

Fortunately the treatment is 
very simple and effective. It con- 
sists in giving plenty of ordinary 
table salt—sodium chloride. The 
bromides replace the chlorine 
atom in the body tissues, become 
fixed there and are eliminated 
only very slowly. But the chlor- 
ides, if administered in good quan- 
tity, drive out the bromides.

Answer: The female black wid- 
ow spider has a red hour-glass- 
shaped mark on her abdomen.

The poison sac is 
under the control of voluntary 
Muscles and often the spider does 
not empty any poison into the 
wound. The best treatment seems 
to be to apply a flaming match 
head to the wound ag soon as 
possible after the bite. If nervous 
symptoms develop, they can be 
controlled by injections of cal- 
cium gluconate. 


Mrs. D. M.—In one of your arti- | 
cles you gave a dinner menu of | 
meat, potatoes, gravy and apple | 


pie as a well-balanced meal. This 
nearly tickled my husband's shoes 
off, as it comprises his favorite 
meal seven times a week.

Answer: I think some bread, 
butter and fresh fruit juices 
should be added to meat, potatoes, 
gravy and apple pie for the well- 
balanced meal. But I am assum- 
ing the fresh fruit, toast and an 
egg for breakfast. Vegetables are 
considered one of the essential 
groups of well-balanced eating, 
but stressing them can be over- 
done and made into a fad. Man is 
a very adaptable animal about his 
food.

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 


UESDAY evening I went with 

Mrs, Henry Morgenthau Jr. to 

Syracuse, where we spent the 
night. In the morning Mr. Joseph 
Smart called for us, and we went 
to Oswego to visit the refugee 
shelter where the United States 
is temporarily offering hospitality 
to 982 refugees from concentra- 
tion camps in Italy. Our Army 
there was glad to have them 
come to this country, and since 
Fort Ontario is not being used at 
present, they are housed there in 
soldiers’ barracks. Partitions have 
been put up, affording them some 
privacy, but only the absolute ne- 
cessities of life are being provid- 
ed, 

Forty-five cents a day per per- 
son is what is allowed for food. 
Regular iron cots and springs with 
cotton mattresses, Army blankets, 
an occasional bare table and a 
few stiff chairs—this is the fur- 
niture of what must be considered 
a temporary home. Restrictions 
are plentiful, and there is much 
work to be done around the place; 
but at least the menace of death 
is not ever-present. They have 
elected a committee of their own 
which decides on questions con- 
cérning camp organization and di- 
rection, and they work closely with 
the camp director, Mr. Smart.
